Tift gi nning of the Hitler regime, and other Nazi war cidMnals, 
are o^rating at present in the Middle-fast, under assumed 
names. 

b* That the Inflamatoxy statement made publicly by King Saudi 
was influenced by Adolf Elchmann and bis henchman, as the 
language and tactics used are similar to those* used by 
Goebbles and Hitler in their attempt to conquer the world* 

c* that Adolf Eichman and his friends are bringing the Comntu- 
nists into the picture to achieve their end - world destruction 

These facts prove without the shadow of a doubt that Eichman and 
his friends are behind the Arabian acts of aggression and should suffice
